In  the  words  of  Jean  Sutherland  Boggs  (Montreal  Star.  April  22,1972) 
"it  will  be  a  small  exhibition  -  but  of  very  precious  things;  a  glimpse 
of  the  world  700  years  ago".  Although  small,  the  exhibition  is  actually 
a  big  undertaking.
